On the top of the bhead there were
three other wounds paratiel with sod sumilar to
the othars,

The hsmmer was produced, and Dr, Shaplaigh
sald that it wiae one which he took from the floor
of tho yoom, and 1t paused sll the wounds, Iis
buit fitted each fojory.

The wouna of the throat extendsd from tha left
eir, immedintely boneath the mnstold process, L0
an inch from the eur op the right. It divided the
witdpipe, the jugninr yeio and the carotid arwery.
Either this wound or suy of the contusiops ln the
head would have caused death,
